The miscrablo condition of some 
Chineso in Hongkong and clse- 
where in Chinn a seon by 
foroignera {a not tho fault of any 
govornmont, nor_it Is tho fault of 
any patrictans, Chinese or forcign. 
It ia commonly a practice among 
the majority of Chinese prole- 
tariates who prefer laying asido 
little by Mttle what thoy have 
arduously carnod to donning them- 
solves in trim and noat garmenta 
which would have consumed all 
incomes. Many forolgn observers, 
evon including thono missionarics 
ataying in China for decades -of 
ears, have failed to percelvo tho 
inner things of Chinono. Many, 
books have beon published con- 
demning the existence of millions 
of the wretched class in China 
both by foroign travellers and 
missionaries, These gontlemen 
have caused a grave wrong im- 
pression af Chinese duo to their 
lack of actual personal contact 
with Chinese. No foreigner can 
understand ao Chinese perfectly 
unless ho becomes ono of them 
for many yoars. They have ob- 
served the Chinese common people 
by appearance, but have failed to 
realize that in appearance — the 
majority of Chinoso, eapecially 4 
among conservative labouring or 
farming folk, take delight in 
wearing shabby clothes as if they 
wore beggars, Many of the 
wretched found roaming obout in 
the streota aro gimply professional 
beggers who find bogging a lucra- 
tive occupation Indeed with the 
arrivals of a huge numbor of nca- 
men. Let me quote a few Iillk- 
ptrationsa. In Macno, on Victory 
celebration day, I saw a_ pro- 
fessional kegxar offering $1,600 
as an expression of his patriotic 
feeling about China. In Hang- 
chow, during the season of Budd- 
hist fcativals, I saw thousands of 
wretched persons begging arms 
from all devout pilgrims on the 
road. In Hunan, when I dined 
with friends ino restaurant, I 
saw dozen of wretched persons 
nsasembling inside begging for food 
or money. In Shanghai I often 
yaw many beggars following well- 
dressed women that visited the 
city temple for worship. Prac- 
tieally everywhere in China, ¢a- 
pecially in the lending cities, you 
will find wretched people roam. 
inge about. In every province of 
China, there are 0 class of people 
who are fond of making moncy 
by begsink. In Kiangsu province, 
most of the peasants in Yangchow 
will be seen bogging arms in 
Shanghai or other leading citics 
as s00n an they are free, from 
farming. In Hongkong, most of 
the bont popuintton wil! compel 
their old folk or youngsters to 
beg in the streets, although their 
young men and young women have 
derived good incomes from fishing 
or otherwise. 

But the decent Chinese never 
like to Mve on charity. Only 
under circumstances which are be- 
yond their control, will they seelc 
their relatives for support. In 
rare cases do they appcal to their 
provincial guilds for financial 
help. Unless thoy pre marooned 
in a strange land, there is no real 
beggar in China, and most of the 
wretched persons acen in the 
streets are aither professional 
beggars or those undesirables such 
as habitual opium smokers or 
gamblers forsaken by their reia- 
tives. ‘With frea trade and froc 
competition, and even with a small 
amount of mobile capital, a decent 
Chinese can establish himeclf as 
street pedlar of a small  store~ 
keoper.. The world problem of un- 
employment will not in the least 

ect’ a resourceful Chinese 0 
long os he Ja healthy and indus- 
trious. Nowndays tho resourceful 
common Chincse make o ood 
living by selling things needed by 
the visiting seamen. In war days 
whon Japaneso monopolized all 
important traded and industries, 
they made living either as amug- 
glers or commission agents’ for 
smugelors. Ip no man’s land n 
short diatanca from the Jnpancse 
defence lined, there assembled 
daily thousands of buyers from 
Free Chinn and thonsanda : of 
amugglers who helued their com- 
mission agents enrrying én their 
business in bamboo-built stores,
